DANGEROUS INSECT 

Health Authorities Declare that 
it is the Greatest Carrier 
of Disease. 



FOOD SHOULD BE WELL PROTECTED 



For those who would get rid of 
the house fly, which for the next 
few months will be on the job 
early and lute, the Department 
of Health of Chicago is busy dis 
tributlng a poster which con- 
tains invaluable pointers for the 
householders anxious to rid 
themselves of this annoyance. 

The that fact flies are annoying 
insects is not the only reason 
that has prompted the authorities 
to wage a war of extermination 
against them. The circular 
which the department is sending 
broadcast through the city em- 
phasizes the assertion that flies 
"are the most dangerous insects 
known to man," and that they 
are carriers of such infectious 
diseases as tuberculosis, typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and other dreaded ills. 

Especially does the depart- 
ment impress upon the hoose- 
holuers the fact that flies carry 
from place to place millions of 
death-dealing germs, which they 
deposit wherever ' they m a y 
alight, and that unless the food- 
stuffs, principally milk, are well 
protected from them, the danger 
of infection will be great. 

Following are parts of the cir 
cular, which are full of facts and 
advice : 

Don't allow flies in your house. 
Don't permit them near your 
especially onlk.

Don't eat where 
cess to the food. 

Flies are tbe most dangerous 
insects known to man. 

Flies are tbe filthiest of all 
vermin. They are born in 
filth, live in filth and carry tilth 
around with them. 

Flies are known to be carriers 
of millions of death-dealing di- 
sease germs. They leave Borne 
of these germs wherever they 
alight. 

Flies may iuiect the food you 
eat. 

Flies may infect you with tu- 
berculosis, typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and other in- 
fections diseases. They have a 
habit of feasting on tuberculosis 
sputum and other discharges of 
those sick with these d i 
seases, and then go direct to your 
food, to your drink, to the lips of 
your sleeping child, or perhaps 
to a small open wouud on your 
hands or face. When germs are 
deposited in milk they multiply 
very fast, therefore milk should 
never be exposed to flies. 

Screen your windows and 
doors. Do it early before fly 
time, and keep screens up until 
snow falls. 

(Screen all food, especially milk. 
Do not eat food that has been iu 
contact with flies. 

Screen the baby's bad and keep 
flies away from the baby's bot- 
tle, tbe baby '8 "comforter." 

Keep flies away from the sick 
especially those ills with typhoid 
fever, diptheria aud tuberculosis 
Screen the patient's bed. Kill 
every fly that enters the sick 
room. Immediately disinfect 
uiu 1 dispose of all discharges. 

Catch the flies as fast as they 
appear. Use liquid poisous, 
sticky fly papers and traps. 

Place either of these fly 
poiaouaiu shallow aiahes through- 
out the house : 

(a) Two teaspooufula of for- 



maldehyde to a pint of water, or 
(b) One dram of bichromate 
of potash dissolved int AOouuces 
of water, sweetened with plen 

of sugar. 

To quickly clear rooms of flies, 
burn pvrethrum powder or blow 
powdered black flag into the air 
of the room with a powder blow 
er. This causes files to fall to 
the floor in stunned condition. 
They must theu be gathered np 
and destroyed. 

BUmintU tht Breeding Placet of Tliet. 

Sprinkle chloride of lime or 
kerosene over contents of out- 
houses and garbage boxes. Keep 
garbage receptacles tightly cov- 
ered, clean the cans every day 
the boxes every week. Keep the 
ground around garbage boxes 
clean. 

Sprinkle chloride of lime over 
manure piles, old paper, old 
straw and other refute of like 
nature. Keep manure in screened 
pit or vault, if possible. 

Pour kerosene into the drains. 
Keep newerage systems in good 
order, repair all leaks immedi- 
ately. 

Clean couspidors every day. 
Keep 5 per ceut. solution of car- 
bolic acid in them all the time 
Get rid of sawdust boxes used as 
conRpidors — destroy them — 
they're unsanitary. 

Dou't alio* dirt to accumulate 
in corners, behind doors, back of 
radiators, uuderstovse, etc. 

Allow no decaying matter of 
anv sort to accumulate on or uenr 
your premises. 

Flies in the home indicate a 
careless housekeeper. Keniem- 
ber t No dirt— no flies.

Hint! to the Scerer 

Shall the error column be abol- 
ished from base ball? So few 
fans know how to 6core a game 
properly that there is considera 
ble talk of cutting the mistake 
section ont of box scores. 

No matter how careful and 
conscientious a scorer is, he has 
to exercise splendid judgement 
or he will be unfair to either the 
batter or the fielder. 

Beginners make a practice of 
jotting down an "error" every 
time u fielder gets his hands on a 
batted ball. Not only does this 
rob the batsman of a hit, but it 
does the fielder a great injustice. 

The base ball tyro never stops 
to consider whether the ball took 
a false bound or whether or not 
the baseman recovered it in time 
to tnrow tbe runner out at first. 
So many things have to be taken 
into consideration that only a 
trained expert cau score a game 



field it. 



the batsman 'the benefit of the 

doubt. If you do not know 

whether to score a batted ball a 
hit, or an error, just set it down 
as a base bit. 

The error column in the box 
score only works against tbe hus- 
tling, ambitious player who 
doesn't think about his average 
and goes after everything in 
sight. If fielders felt sure that 
thev would not be unjustly 
charged with errors, deseperate 
chances to recover batted balls 
would be taken. 

There is another school of 
base ball meu who would penal- 
ize "mental bluuders" only. 
They would charge every player 
who makes a "bone headed" 
play with au error, but mistakes 
of the hands aud arms would not 
be officially recognized. Few 
managers will abuse players for 
making muffs or bad throws, but 
the slow thinkers who get caught 
between the bases and do other 
foolish thiugs are roundly be- 
rated. 

To score a game properly the 
fan must be imbued with a good 
deal of charity. Of course scor- 
ers will never quite agree on 
what constitutes a base hit. Iu 
a measure that fact that a bats- 
mau beats the ball to first 1b 
prima facie evidence that be i% 
entitled to a bit. 

When the fielder gets his hands 
on a batted ball most inexperi- 
enced scorers slip up. If the 
ball takes a bad bound or rolls to 
the iuflelder so slowly that he 
does not have time to throw his 
man out at first, tbey immediate- 
ly score it «■ an "error." The 
rule reads : 

"Wbeo a fair hit ball is par- 
tially or wholly stopped by a field- 
er in motion, but such player 
cannot recover himself in time 
to field the ball to first before 
tht striker reaches that base, or 
te force out another baee runner, 



a base hit shall be scored." 

This is as plain as the nose on 
a fan's face, yet he will go right 
on scoring a palpable hit as an 
error, regardless of the circum- 
stances. 

Another rule reads: "When 
the ball is hit so slowly toward 
a fielder that he cannot handle it 
in time to put out a batsman or 
to force a base runner, a base hit 
shall be scored." 

Then, again, some scorers In- 
sist on charging fielders with er- 
rors when the ball takes 11 false 
or freakish bound. If the fielder 
stops the ball 10 such an angle 
that he cannot throw to the base 
it is a base hit. Always give the 
fielder a chance for his white 
alley. Also be fair with the bat- 
ter by giving him the benefit of 
the doubt. Also rememoer that 
an out-fielder has some rights 
which you are bound to respect. 
If after a hard rau he gets his 
hands on the ball and drops- it, 
do not charge him with aa error 
unless he had a fair chance to 
field i

GOOD REPORTS ON 

THE CROP CONDITIONS. 



Wheat in Better Shape Than L*»t Year, 

and Corn Ana Larjer. 



Frankfort, Ky., June 29.— 
State Agriculturist Rankin {to- 
day issued the July report of 
crop conditions throughout Ken- 
tucky. The report includes a 
general summary of the last 
three months. The commiss'on- 
er says : 

The greater part of the wheat 
crop has been cut, but some re- 
mains vet uncut, owing to the 
unfavorable weather. The con- 
dition of the crop at this time 
last year was 85 percent., againBt 
91 per cent, for this year. Tbe 
average price for the State is 
$1 24 per bushel. 

The largest acreage of corn 
has been planted in Kentucky 
that has been planted for years 
with the possible exception o 
1908, due in a large measure to 
the cutting out of the 1908 to- 
bacco crop, wbich caused many 
to quit the raising of the crop 
altogether. This year all corn

large crop. Last year's acreag 

for the State was 95 per cent. ; 
this year'r acreage is 98. Avert 
age price for corn in the State i| 
87 cents. 

Last year the oats crop was 1 
complete failure, but the pros* 
pects this year are for a large 
yield and good crop. 

A larger crop of tobaccoN 
been planted this year than ev\ 
before, and its condition at ihiaV 
time is good, although there has 
been too mnch wet weather. 
There has been planted this yean 
between 100,000 and 170,00f 
acres of burley. The acreage at 
this time iu 1907 as compared 
with 1906 wa- 90 per ceut. of 
the crop The acreage in 1908 
as compared with 1908 was 17 
per cent, of the crop, and the 
acreage this year is 114 per cent, 
of the crop, showing a very large 
increase over an average crop. 
The conditiou of the crop at this, 
time in 1907 was 88 per cent. and; 
the coudition iu 1908, on account ' 
of the continued dry weather,] 
v. as not good, while tbe coudi-1 
tion this year at the same date] 
is 88 per cont. for the whole/ 
State. 

There seems to have been a 
tendency on the part of the grow* 
ers in the dark tobacco district 1 
towards increasing tbe acreage! 
of dark tobacco. The acreage* 
July 1, 1907, as compared withJ 
the average crop, was 72 pen 
cent., aud the acreage July lj 
1908, was 90 per cent., whi 
the acreage July 1, 1908 was 1 
per cent, of the crop plauts] 
and the conditiou is very fav< 
able, showing 96 per ceut.

THIRTEENTH ATTEMPT TO AP- 
PEAR BEFORE THE PRIME 
MINISTER FAILS. 



WOMEN SLIP CHIEF IF POLICE 



Several Thousand Police Guard Par- 
liament Square and Fell the Wa- 
ll's Plana— Enormous 




London, Juae 30r— The thirteenth 
vaia attempt of the militant suf- 
fragettes to obtain access to Prmier 
Asqultb by deputation resulted In ex- 
cltiac scene* la Parliament Square 
and the arrest of more than 100 
women. The plan of campaign fol- 
lowed the lines prevlouely employed 
by the auffragette*. The "Woman** 
parliament" assembled in Caxton 
Hall and sent a deputation, headed by 
Mrs. PankhursL to endeavor to see 
Che prime minister, who had pre- 
Tioualy decided not to receive the 
deputation. 

Knormoua crowds of onlookers as- 
sembled In the vicinity of Parliament 
hours before the time set for tho raid 
upon the house, around which several 
thousand police had taken up strate- 
gic positions. The first noteworthy 
incident was the arrest, after a great 
deal of trouble, of a buxom eques- 
trian suffragette, who tried to pene- 
trate the police cordon to take a mes- 
sage to the premier. Next appeared 
the deputation under command of 
Mrs. Pankhurst, and It was received 
by the crowd with wild aheers. Es- 
corted by the police, the deputation 
arrived at the St. Stephens entrance 
to parliament, where it was met by' 
Chief inspector Scantlobury, who 
banded Mrs. Pankhurst a letter from 
the premier, regretting his Inability to 
receive the deputation. 

Angrily throwing the letter on the 
ground, Mrs. Pankhurst exclaimed: 

"I stand on my rights as the king's 
Lsubject to enter the house of com- 
mons." and she endeavored to force 
*c entrance. 

I The police tried to induce the 
en to disperse quietly, and then 
to take the members of the 
•deputation by the arma to lead them 
away. To the aurprlae of the spec- 
tators, who were massed around the 
entrance, Mrs. Pankhurst slapped In- 
spector Jarvia in the face, knocking 
bis cap In the mud. There were cries 
of "shame," and several of the spec- 
tators told the suffragette leader that 
she had no provocation to do such a 
thing. 

A moment later, another member of 
the deputatloa, Mrs. Saul Solomon, 
knocked oft the Inspector's cap a sec- 
ond time, while others made deter- 
mined attempts to man the cordon of 
police Eventually, the entire deputa- 
tion waa placed under arrest.

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N considering the (ilackin bill, authorizing the utatc of Illinois 
to establish by special taxation a tuberculosis sanatorium, the 
question arises ns to whether it should end with the estab- 
lishment of a sanatorium for tuberculosis only, or whether 
4he proceeds of the special tax should not be also used for 
the establishment of a sanatorium for the cure of other diseases 
and for the betterment of tenement districts. 

The tenement house laws could work in co-operation and 
be part of this new law. There could be built, with the pro- 
ceeds of this tax, model tenements, of which the state should 
be landlord. These tenements should be designed and built for the health 
and welfare of the working classes. 

No better model could be followed than the Krupp dwellings of Ger- 
many. These buildings are built in squares, with open stairways, large 
central court, bathroom, kitchen, parlor and bedrooms — no shutting out 
from the people of their natural rights— God's light and air. 

The model dwellings should be under state control and visited at 
intervals by official inspectors. No overcrowding should be allowed, clean- 
liness and hygiene should be insisted upon, and the tenants of these 
dwelling* should have free medical treatment from medical officers of the 
fund, and should, in fact, be under medical supervision. 

I ventre to suggest that such tenements could be run by the state 
on a paying basis, and the benefit of the community would be so far- 
reaching that it is impossible to limit it by any statement 

Tho effect oh the health of the individual is obvi- 
ous, and the moral awakening would be a revela- 
tion, because, as the tenement question now stands, 
it is quite s common occurrence for ten families to 
live in a house originally built for one family, and 
several people of both sexes, boys and girls, men and 
women, to sleep in one room. 

The tenement house to-day breeds physical and 
moral disease. As W. J. Hurlbut, in his play, "The 
Writing on the Wall," asserts, "The tenement house 
landlords are a trust — a combination in restriction 
of health, of decency, of virtue." The state must 
fight the trust by becoming the landlord of model 
tenement dwellings for the people.

Dueling In the proper *enae of the 
word was handed down from the early 
Germans, Danes and Franks, all of 
whom carried the prnctlce of the 
Judicial combat to such an extreme 
that only women, sick persons, crip- 
ples and men more !han «0 years old 
were exempt from It. The Judicial 
combat was especially authorised by 
Gundebald. king of the Burgundiuns, 
as early nt 601 A. O. 

Finally the practice of dueling was 
carried Into France, where It soon be- 
came so common that It Is estimated 
that 6,000 persons fell In mortal com- 
bat In the ten years of the reign of 
Henry IV. 

Single combats are said to have 
been Introduced In Kngland by the 
Normans. During the period of 
chivalry in that country they were In 
common practice, but In the atrlct In- 
terpretation of the word they could 
not be called duels. In the literal 
senH* of the word, the duel was intro- 
duced in England about the time that 
the practice became prevalent In 
France. 

Dueling began la this country In 
the early day* of IU settlement. In 
fact, the code of honor waa brought 
to the now world by the first settler*. 
The first encounter of this kind took 
place at Plymouth, Mass., in 1621, two 
of the settlers deciding a question of 
honor with the heavy sword* that 
were carried In those days.

19,000.000 have been called for July 
15 and 116,000,000 for August 15. 

Balances in all active depoaltorlea 
are uniformly reduced to the lowest 
amount which the daily needa of the 
government will permit. 

This call will practically wipe out 
all of the depoalts of government 
funds In national banks subject to 
check by the treasury of the United 
8tates except about $37,000,000. which 
is held In active account and neces- 
ssry to meet checks of government 
disbursing officers and $1,000,090 
which will be allowed to remain In 
$1,000 lots in such of the one thousand 
smaller national banks as desire to 
retain their designation as national 
bank depositories. 

The working balance is more than 
$43,000,009, which will be Increased 
by the csll to approximately 168.000,- 
900. The low state of the government 
working balance made its strengthen- 
ing a necessity, and thus augmented, 
the treasury department will have am- 
ple funds for at least some months. 

It Is expected, however, that before 
the coming December an additional 
issue of Panama bonds or the further 
Issue of treasury receipts of indebted- 
will bo found necessary.

T the Genius of Hell 
used up all his men- 
tal energy making 
a devil for tbe ani- 
mal kingdom he 
could not have cre- 
ated a more uncer- 
tain, malicious and 
ugly brute than tbe 
rhinoceros. This 
animal baa burled more hunters than 
all other big game combined. It 
to be the, hired assassin of the 
Jangle Ita Success as a llbmlclde la 
sot due to the fact that it seeks Ita 
victim, hot because Ita victim falls 
It. If the rhino knows that there 
> enemy about, It will try to gat 
May without being seen. If, on tbe 
hand, it thinks that by keeping 
still It will be passed unnoticed, It 
itays aa silent and motionless as 
Gibraltar, ita little hog eyes watching 
tbe direction of the noise and its nose 
•niffing the air. Should an enemy 
•how up suddenly in the Jungle the 
rhino charges like a flash, nose down 
and horns leveled like sworda for the 
thrust, Ita huge bulk crushing through 
the brush like an express train. It is 
always a fight to tbe death, for a 
rhinoceros once In a fight wins or 
dies, and It mostly wins, if it is not 
confronted with an express rifle in 
the hands of a cool, good shot. It 
was tbe express In the hands of a 
cool shot that saved me in the en- 
i counter related here. 

We had been out nearly a year and 
Iwere returning to civilization, such 
|as it is on the East African coast, 
| with a good stock of ivory. My part- 
ner, Japple de Villlers, a well-known 
I Boer hunter, hud fever and was ex- 
pected to die at any moment. He 
had been carried 300 miles from the 
Interior in a hammock. If de Villlers 
had not been 111 I would not be alive 
to-day. 

We were pitching camp at the 
)Kagera river on one of these Inex- 
plicable barren patches that are scat- 
tered like f reck 'res over the face of 
the tropical forests. The sun was 
setting and the sky blazed like the 
mouth of a foundry furnace. The 
(•moke of the newly made camp fires 
jrose slowly In the damp air and hung 
lazily -about the tree tops; clouds of 
illles and mosquitoes followed every 
'living thing and the lizards looked In- 
quisitively down from their perches 
In the great vines that reached out 
(like the tentacles of a mighty octopus 
'holding everything In its grasp. The 
(liver with Its waxy water flowers and 
Sliding crocodiles was on one aide of 
ins, the tropical Jungle, mysterious 
and fascinating in all Its vivid and ex- 
travagant luxury, was on the other. 

I hung our rifles on the limbs of the 
trees which supported my sick com- 
a's hammock. Tbe porters were 
•collecting dry wood for the night fires 
mm I watched a monster crocodile in 
Che water making a futile effort to 
■wallow a friend nearly aa big as It 
•elf A party of natives from a near- 
by village was skinning a beast we 
had shot for food. In another group 
any "boys" were opening tbe bundles 
•f camping necessities. A loud grunt, 
.followed by a Somalia cry, came 

rthe Jungle side of the camp, and 
next Instant the screeching So- 
mali, followed by a huge rhinoceros, 
hurst through the undergrowth. The 
Somali ran for a tree. He tripped 
over an ammunition box, the rhino 
; passed dim In Ita blind fury and 
charged down on the clump of por- 
ters, scattering them like chaff be- 
fore the wind. One was crushed 
down. Another who had stumbled 
. rose to run, the maddened beast 
charged and thrust its horn through 
his back, battered him against a tree, 
then hurled him in the air. 

Call for a Brave Hunter. 

I was reaching for my rifle when 
'the rhino caught sight of ma It was 
[too late. I turned and ran toward tbe 
! river. A dive would save me. I 
thought of the crocodilea. I felt the 
pa* of the rhino's foul breath. My 
heart sank. 1 had one chance to 
,Jump aside and let the rhino pass. I 
jumped, and the roaring animal wiped 
•u gore-stained cheek on me as I 
did I doubled on my tracks, tbe 
: demoniac brute frothing In fury after 
me As 1 passed under the hammock 
where my comrade lay between life 
and death, there was a vivid flash, a 
deafening roar filled the world, and I 
fell The rhinoceros rolled over, 
squirting a stream er hot blood on 
me from a wound In Its neck. I looked 
up, dazed and breathless. 1 didn't 
know whether I waa dead or alive. I 
felt the huge, throbbing carcass be 
side me. The yellow fever-statned. 
hollow-eyed race of De VUllera looked 
over tbe hammock and asked, "Are 
yon hurtr 
"1 think not," I answered "What 



De Villlers sank 
back with a grwan I sprang to tbt 
aide of the hammock I thought ** 
was dead. Hla breast was covered 
with blood I opened bis shirt aa« 
saw hla right collar boue 
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rrMr^na through the Bean, t 
forced some brandy down his throat 
and he revived. "What happened?" I 
asked again. 

"You had one chance for life, and 
that waa the death of the rhino. I 

had one chance In a thousand of sav- 
ing you and killing the rhino. I took 
it and gave the rhino both barrels of 
the express. Your face Is singed a 
little from the flash. The recoil of 
the blunderbuss has hurt my shoul- 
der." 

He put his left hsnd over and felt 
the shattered collar bone. "I suppose 
It's all up with me," he said. "This, 
on top of the fever. Is too much." Hp 
smiled and fell hack unconscious. 

The natives who had fled returned! 
and we examined the Ave porters who 
got the rhino's charge. Two were 
three badly Injured. 

the night I sat beside my 
unconscious comrade in the flicker of 
the camp flres, listening to the dull, 
monotonous droning of the Insects In 
the trees, and seeing faces In the 
embers, one face especially, a kind, 
thin face crowned with white hair j 
weeping as I told her of Japple, her 
hunter son's death. The chill before I 
dawn struck the earth. I turned to | 
put some wood on the fire. Glaring 
In the grass a few yards away I saw 
re en phosphorescent eyes. I 
my Luger pistol and rose. Like 
a Hob sprang away before I 
could shoot. A little later the forest 
burst into thunderous roars. It seemed 
to be full of Hons, which were attract- 
ed by the smell of the rhino's blood. 

De Villlers did not die. He came 
through It all. He now organizes 
hunting expeditions into East Africa 
and la all probability he will be one 
of the Roosevelt party. 

Treed by a Rhino Birthday Party. 

The next day we continued our 
march. We had not gone far when 
a native brought in news of a fresh 



persuaded some ofttie natives to » 
with a ripe and attach It so that we 
could draw the hippo over. No amount 
of persuasion would Induce them to 
even put their feet In the rlvef. At 
last, exasperated, I seized the end of 
the rope and Jumped Into the river, 
boots and all, and struck out for the 
hippo. I had gone about » hundred 
strokes when a cry from tbe bank 
caused me to look around. A cold 
shiver of horror ran through me, for 
SO yards behind, gliding silently 
toward me through the blue water, I 
could distinguish the brown form of a 
crocodile. 

"Shott!" I cried. "8hoot!" as I put 
every bit of energy into my stroke. 
The crocodile must have been near 
me, for the bullets that were being 
fired from the bank commenced to 
sip. sip, around my head. I was afraid 
to look back, expecting every moment 
to be seised and dragged to the not- 
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At last I reached the dead hippo 
and managed to drag myself out of 
the water up on the slippery carcass. 
The exertion made my head swim. In 
a few minutes I was myself again. I 
apologized in silence to the black gen- 
tlemen on tbe river bank for doubting 
their courage. I had none left I took 
my knife and cut a foothold on the 
carcass, and then rocked It so that 
it would drift to the shore. The na- 
tives told me that a well-directed bul- 
let had hit the crocodile In the head. 

The Enormous Cost of Hunting. 

The cost of hunting big game In 
Africa la enormous. One must spend 
a fortune before firing the first shot. 
The various European colonies "pro- 
tect" their game by charging SO 
pounds sterling ($250) a year for a li- 
cense which allows the hunter to kill 
two each of the pachydennata and 
from two to ten of the various species 
of antelopes. This does not protect 
the game, but It fills the local 



Now about tigers, which havfc been 
treated so freely as African game In 
recent American articles. It all de- 
pends on one's nationality whether or 
not there are tigers in Africa The 
leopard la called a tijger (tiger) by 
the Boers, and so Is the cheetah, Just 
as a panther la called a tiger in some 
parts of the United States. The 
animal which Is zoologically 
as a tiger (tlgrls regalls) and 
which Is the animal referred to In a 
number of recent stores, does not 
make its habitat In Africa aa the 
writers seem to think. So when a 
traveler apeaks of Hons, leopards and 
tigers seising paasengers from trains 
he Is generally writing at long range 
with a misinformed Imagination In- 
stead of facta. He makes a double 
mistake If he speaka of "tigers and 
leopards" In referring to African fauna 
aa In Africa they mean the same ani- 
mal. I have never heard aa English- 
man or a Boer when apeaklng English 
call a leopard a tiger. 

The most dangerous hunting occurs 
when one attempts to capture hla ani- 
mal alive. Many animals, harmless 
and timid under ordinary clrcuin 
i stances, become demons when cap- 
I tured. The mildest-looking antelope 
I will put up a fierce fight when once 
over its first fright; the ostrich will 
kick a man to pieces, raining Its blows 
with lightning-like rapidity I do not 
know one African animal that can be 
called cowardly. 

One has only to look at tbe form id 
able horns of all the African aotelope 
to see that they are built to fight with, 
strong aa iron and aa sharp aa a lance 
I have seen an antelope attack a 
leopard, and evea a Hon, when Its 
young Is threatened. Tbe gemsbok. 
or oryx, with Ita two sword like boms, 
has dispatched many a lion. It Is not 
uncommon to find a gemsbok and a 
Hon dead beside each other, tbe mute

rhino spoor. 1 at once set out In 
search of the game. We were not 
ten minutes on the hunt when I 
smelled the peculiar odor of the rhino, 
which sometimes Is very strong. I 
was down the wind— that Is, the wind 
was blowing toward '"om the 
rbino — so I was sure of getting a 
pretty good shot. A few minutes 
later I saw a long horn sticking 
through the high grass. It waa mo 
tlonless. The animal was waiting 
for us to pass. I took a chance aim 
and fired, hoping to hit a vital spot 
}fy calculation was bad and the rhino 
tampered off at a gallop. I stood 
tbere cursing my lack when a grunt 
behind me nearly scared me out of 
my wlta. I took no chances, but 
turned and ran. I hadn't gone M 
yards when I bumped on aomethlnit 
In the grass and down 1 went. I 
grabbed my rifle and made tor the 
nearest tree a few yards away. When 
I could get my breath I surveyed the 
scene from my point of vantage I 
could see at least ten rhinos. Tb* 
thing I fell over was a new-born baby 
rblno and It must have been Its 
mother I shot at. 

It Is the habit of the pachydermata 
of Africa to collect around a female 
that Is about to give birth to young. 
This Is to protect tbe new-born weak- 
ling against the attack* of ita ene- 
mies, and that is tbe sort of christen- 
ing I ran Into. I hated to Interrupt 
the birthday party, but 1 couldn't let 
aentlment interfere with business, so 
I opened fire on tbe neareat rhino. He 
got It right through tbe heart and 
fell I fired at a second and that 
also went down. While I was reload- 
ing my express the rest took fright 
and scampered off. 

Narrow Escape from Crocodiles. 

The summer before last I was hunt- 
ing on tbe Kagera We had eaten 
autelope for some time and the camp 
was anxious for a change, so I shot a 
hippo for food. It waa an easy thing 
to do. I waited till It ahowed Ita bead, 
and, baag! A spurt of flood and it 
was all over. As tbe water waa deep, 
but not running. I knew that la the 
inorniBg I ought to find my victim 
floatiag At daybreak I was down at 
tbe river with a party of natives. Aa 
1 expected, the blppo'B body waa Aoel 
ing, but. unluckily for ua. on tbe op 
poslte side of tbe river, which was 
'•wains with crocodilea I triad te 
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uries. Added to this is the price for 
porters, shikarees, headmen, etc, who 
have to accompany the hunter. Tbe 
average expedition Is made up of from 
30 to 35 natives for each white 
man. Tbe cost of equipping and 
maintaining an expedition Is from 
S400 to |600 a month for each white 
hunter according to the district 
hunted in. One well-known concern 
with headquarters at Nairobi, that 
makes a business of hunting and ex- 
pedition managing, equips and main- 
tains an expedition on the field for 
$600 a month, supplying everything 
excepting arms and liquor. 

No Tigers in Africa. 

Of course when Mr. Roosevelt 
hunts, his expedition will hunt for 
everything his licenses will allow him 
to shoot. It will be amateur sport, 
not conducted from a financial point 
of view; there his equipment will 
probably be more coatly than a profes- 
slonal one, but no better than the av- 
erage sportsman uses in Africa. For 
Instance, he will carry a taxidermist's 
outfit and cure and preaerve his game 
immediately after it is shot. 

As soon aa a lion or leopard is killed 
the skin must be removed, cleaned, 
and treated with a taxldermlc prepa 
ration of alum. Then to protect it 
from beetles. It must be soaked In 
turpentine and put in charge of a na 
tlve runner, who takes It to the near- 
est post for preservation. Often whea 
a skin arrives at Its destination the 



evidence of a terrific encounter. The 
most dangerous animal of all to cap 
ture la the gorilla, as much on ac- 
count of the country It Inhabits aa on 
account of its enormous strength, as 
the following incident will illustrate 

A Blood Curdling GoriHa Hunt. 

I was commissioned by a German 
naturalist society to capture one of 
each species of African quadrumana. 
A German professor accompanied me 
on my expedition, which set forth In 
a direct line west from Dar es Salaam. 
We succeeded In getting some of each 
species, with the exception of the go- 
rilla. For weeks we wandered about 
the country. It was In tbe rainy sea- 
eon, and tbe veld, which under ordi- 
nary circumstances afforded excellent 
traveling, became a awamp. With our 
long line of "aatlve porters we literally 
waded our way over the country for 
weeks, the black, oozy slush soaking 
Into our bones and the clay under 
foot gripping like glue. 

Such was the predicament we were 
in; tbe spirit of revolt and desertion 

I oalled the

•dors which mixed with the 
effluvls of decay. 

Insect* 

leaves crawled over everything, twlga 
apparently walking up the trees and 
leaves apparently splitting and flying 
la all directions. Beetles with big. 
hypnotic eyes snd bronse bscks 
bussed noisily around our heads, and 
beautiful birds vying with one an- 
other la brilliance of plumage sailed 
through the air, filling the dismal for 
•at with their passion-laden songs. 
Tbe constantly dripping sap spattered 
from leaf to leaf, soaking Into the 
noxious earth. It was a scene, dread 
and fascinating, clamoring of life In 
vltlng one to death. 

For four days we camped In this 
hotbed of disease. Beaters went out 
In all directions searching for the go- 
rilla At last aome deep, wide acratch- 
es were found on a cluster of vines 
On close exsmlnatlon the unmlstak 
able hair of the gorilla was found on 
a broken twig. After aome hours we 
found the tree where the gorilla lived. 
We rould tell It by the greasy appear 
ance of the bark, made so by the re- 
peated rubbing of the gorilla's body. 
We rould tell by the fresh marks, with 
sap still wet, that tbe animal bad re- 
cently ascended the tree. The sera teh- 
ee were short and deep, showlag that 
It had lifted Itself up and not alld 
down, which would have mad* a long, 
shallow scratch. 

We spread a strong net around the 
tree la a circle sloping upward en the 
outer side. Around the top of the aet 
tbere were drawn ropes from four di- 
rections beld by half a doaea natives 
hidden In the bash These were to 
bring tbe top of the act together and 
thus bag our game. 

After waiting some hours tbe Isaves 
above rustled and then opened, as a 
six foot male gorilla descended un 
suapectlagly and catered the trap. I 
signaled, the four ropes were palled 
at once, and we had our animal— for 
a moment He roared In fury, twist- 
ing, Jumping, and biting the ropes Into 
I pieces. The natives were palled about 
I like dolla as be tried to reach first one 
and then aoother. The professor 
Jumped about la excitement, trying; to 
focus a camera oa the Infuriated anl 
■ML 

At last the mighty arras of the go 
rilla broke a hole through the not and 
he tore the rest from him aa thougr 
It were a rotten rag. Most of the na- 
tives fled in dismay. The professor 
dropped hla camera and tried to es 
cape; In a moment the gorilla grasped 
him In Its terrible tftinds. 

I seized my rifle and flred la th< 
air to frighten the animal. In my po 
sition I could not shoot at him without 
hitting my friend. For a moment the 
gorilla stood still, holding the now un- 
conscious man as though he were a 
baby, the brute's Hps drawn back from 
his glistening teeth. 1 thrust another 
cartridge In my rifle. As I did so 
there was a buzz In the air, and an 
arrow, shot by a native, pierced the 
gorilla's side. A roar burst from hla 
red throat and he dropped his victim 
Like a flash, before I could shoot, a 
native sprang from the leaves and. 
half-throwing. hslf -thrusting, drove 
an assagai into the gorilla's heart. 
With a groan tb* brute fell dead. 

Examining the profeasor. I fouod 
that bis right arm waa broken and 
that some of his ribs were crushed 
Into his lungs. We gave up the effort 
to get a live gorilla and. placing the 
Injured man In a hammock, carried 
him back toward the East coast. He 
died on the road. Out on the v*ld he- 
side a native village a lonely little 
slab marked "Carl Bloch" sticks ui* 
above the grass, it Is the professor's 1 
grave. Hunting is not all exciting ad 
venture and laughing victory. It has Its 
tears, like other things.
